LAUNCHING ROCKS 
CAPE COASTLINE 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., 
Dec. 19 (AP)—Launching of the 
Atlas intercontinental ballistic 
missile is the most spectacular 
fireworks display this famous 
rocket test center has to offer. 

The 85-foot Convair rocket.

There was a pause, and then 
the mighty rocket struggled 
aloft—slowly at first—with its 
three, engines blazing, it began 
to accelerate atop a _ tapered 
tail of white flame. 

The cape turned to daylight 
for miles around as the mon- 
ster weapon soared upward. 
The thunder of its. three- 
engine power package rocked 
the coastline. 

The Atlas is unusual as far 
as big rockets go in that the 
full power of the engines is 
built up on the ground before 
the missile ever leaves the 
launching pad. The cluster of 
Rocketdyne engines generates 
360,000 pounds of thrust. 

After about 60 seconds, the 
Atlas—just a bright fireball 
now—curved high in the sky 
and droned toward the east. 

Just about everyone associ- 
ated with the project—includ- 
ing the reporters—were slight- 
ly suspicious because of the 
mystery surrounding the 
launch, but only a handful of 


missilemen knew at that time 
that this Atlas was to go in 
orbit.

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REFORMS EAS 
PRISON DISCORD 
RECTOR SAYS

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 19 
—An interviewing and counsel- 
ing office in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary, with the function of 
helping prisoners solve their 
problems, has “eliminated an 
element of discord within the 
inmate body,” James D. Carter, 
director of corrections, said to- 
day. 

In a report to Gov. James T. 
Blair on changes and improve- 
ments in the penal system in 
1957-58, made public today, 
Carter said the officer chosen 
for the counseling job was 
qualified by experience, ability 
and personality. 


Other changes outlined by 


Carter included the following: 


1. Establishment of the of- 
fice of captain among the 
guards, making it possible to 
delegate authority to each 
shift and removing ‘‘the stig- 
ma of indecision among the 
officers.” One _ result has 
been to provide the warden 
with a much clearer picture 
of prison operations. 

2. Creation of the jobs of 
associate warden of custody 
and associate warden of 
treatment, whosc« functions 
replace those formerly in- 
trusted to one man, the dep- 
uty warden. The associate 
warden of treatment devotes 
his attention to inmate wel- 
fare, treatment, employment 
and other personal matters. 


3. Implementation of . the 
1957 state retirement law, 
which has made possible 
replacement of many guards 
of advanced age by younger, 
more active men. Also, all 
personnel went on a 40-hour 
week this fall. 


4. Cohcentration of dining 
facilities, formerly in three 
halls in one large facility, 
which has increased efficien- 
cy and “undoubtedly made 
for more edible food.” 

5. Replacement of antiquat- 
ed wall towers by modern 
structures, and. replacement 
og “a variety of shotguns. 
some of them 20 years old.” 
with modern weapons, and 
replacement of old rifles with 
new. 

6. A greatly expanded rec- 
reational program, with em- 
phasis on intramural sports 
and group activities. Civilian 
baseball teams from the out- 
side have played prison 
teams. Musical groups also 
have been formed.

A four-point program for as- 
certaining the post-high school 
educational needg.ef the metro- 
politan St. L area was out- 
lined today by Edward B. Shils 
of Philadelphia, who will con- 
duct the survey. 

In an interview at St. Louis 
University, Shils, professor of 
industry at the Wharton School 
of Finance and Commerce, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, said 
he hoped:to have a report 
recdy by the fall of 1959 for 
the Committee on Higher Edu- 
cational Needs of Metropolitan 
St. Louis, sponsor of the study. 
Mrs. Aaron Fischer is chairman 
of the committee, whichis an 
outgrowth of the oyernor's 
Commission on.-Edueation Be- 
yond the ‘High School in Mis- 
souri, 

Prof. Shils, who conducted 


a similar study in the greater | 
recently, | 


Philadelphia area 
said an important aspect of his 


work here would be a demo-. 


graphic or population study 
projected through 1975. This 
would show how many persons 
18 to 21 years old now live in 
the area an hodw many could 
be expected to live here in 
1975. This would be one in- 
dicator of the continuing de- 
mand for educational facilities. 

A second line of inquiry in- 
volves an inventory of today’s 
educational resources beyond 
the high school. It would in- 
clude not only p cal plant 
and capacity gf<colleges and 
universities bat also all trade 
and vocational schools requir- 
ing a high school diploma for 
entrance. It would list hospital 
nursing school programs, 


schools of medical technology 


and technical schools. 

This aspect of the study 
would include faculty staffs 
and enrollments now and their 
projection into the future, 
physical space, laboratories, 
dormitories, scholarship pro- 
grams, opportunities for stu- 


dent loans, and part-time em- | 
ployment possibilities for stu- 


dents. 

“We also want to find out 
where the student bodies come 
from—whether from outstate 
or other states—what the ad- 
mission policies are and what 
their plans are for capacity in 
1970,” he said. 

Thirdly, the study will in- 
clude the needs of the high 


school students, to be deter- | 


mined from a _ questionnaire 


filled out by senior class mem- | 


bers. Including cénsiderable 
socio-economic data, the ques- 
tionnaire will seek out the 
students’ interests, their post- 
graduate plans, the kinds of 


opportunities they are seeking | 


and what they consider the 


greatest barriers to realizing | 
those opportunities. The ques: | 
tionnaire will not be signed by | 
the students and will be kept | 


confidential except for statis- 


tical purposes, Shils said. 


Finally, the survey will try 
to determine what skills are 
needed by business and indus- 
try both today and for the fore- 
seeable future and what op- 
portunities exist for training 
people in these skills. 


Prof. Shils emphasized that | 


the full co-operation of labor, | 
business and educational organ- 
izations woukd he needed if the 
study is to be a success. He. 
said that much of the work) 
would be done by volunteer 
groups.

City People 
Going Back 
To Farms 


City people are going back 
to the farm in droves, accord- 
ing to Roscoe L. Chamberlain, 
chairman of the board of 
United Farm Agency, one of 
the country’s largest sellers of 
rural real estate. And the 
realtor, whose firm showed a 
gross volume of $34,000,000 at 
the end of 11 months as com- 
pared to $30,000,000 for all of 
1957, points out that one of 
the favorite spots right now 
for rural migration appears to 
be in the Ozark area of Mis- 
souri and Arkansas. 

The boom in agricultural 
real estate which has enabled 
the organizaiton to break nine 
33-year-old records out of the 
first 11 months of 1958, shows 
that a large percentage of the 
properties sold are intended 
as retirement, places, recrea- 
tional spgts or as homes for 
people who simply want to get 
away from the frustrated life 
of the cities, Chamberlain said. 

While the demand for land, 
and prospective buyers, come 
from all parts of the nation in 
addition to the Ozarks, other 
hot spots holding the lead in 
the interest of potential land 
owners include California, Wis- 
consin and the western slope 
of the Colorado Rockies. An 
analysis of United’s inquiries 
showed that they have been 
up more than 30 per cent over 
last year, Chamberlain points 
out. This has led him to. fore- 
cast that the steady increasing 
interest, plus related factors, 
may bring the land boom to a 
number of previously unde- 
veloped areas. 

Chamberlain noted _ that 
about 20 per cent of prospec- 
tive buyers purchased their 
land for money-making farm 
operations. Many of these are 
also buyers hoping to take ad- 
vantage of the capital gains 
clauses of income tax laws. 

A large share of the buyers, 
about 19 per cent, are looking 


for places where they can 
escape the prohlems of city 
life. About 14 per cent of the 


buyers bought solely for recre- 
ational purposes. The remain- 
der, not including investment 
buyers who total about 16 per 
cent, bought for industrial de- 
velopment, subdivision or other 
commercial business opera- 
tions. 

The problem of financing 
the purchase of farms, one of 
the most important factors in 
rural real estate transactions, 
has not been a great stumbling 
block in the last year. “We are 
not affected by financing con- 
ditions too much,” said Cham- 
berlain. “A large percentage 
of the farms sold are :financed 
by thd seller taking back a 
first or second mortgage.”

7 Urges 


Rate Ceiling 
Be Scrapped 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI— 
Raymond J. Saulnier, the Presi- 
dent’s No. 1 economic adviser, 
served up in a recent speech a 
lesson in economics and some 
hints about the Administration's 
1959 housing views. 


Saulnier’s address to the 
Mortgage Bankers Association 
convention in Chicago was “en- 
tirely on a personal basis.” But 
his views have found frequent 
expression at presidential news 
conferences and in other ad- 
ministration policy announce- 
ments. 


The chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers told the mortgage bank- 
ers that the government should 
abandon interest rate ceilings 
on mortgages it underwrites 
and should make direct home 
loans only on terms no more 
attractive than those prevail- 
ing in the open market. 


Saulnier also criticized fed- 
eral mortgage purchase pro- 
grams, an indirect form of lend- 
ing for failing to get at the root 
of the home financing problem 
and for boosting federal budget 
costs. 

Rates Cause Trouble. 

These views contrast sharply 
with those of Democratic hous- 
ing leaders in Congress and lib- 
eral proponents of more federal 
housing dollars. The liberal 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, for instance, called on the 
new Congress to set as a hous- 
ing goal two million new dwell- 
ing units a year. In the last 
three years, about 1,100,000 
nonfarm units have been built 
annually. 

The interest rate lids on fed- 
erally insured and guaranteed 
mortgages, Saulnier said, are 
in large part responsible for 
the relative instability of home 
building activity from year to 
year. 

“Curiously enough,” the for- 
mer Columbia University eco- 
nomics professor said, “the 
instability in home construction 
activity is confined almost ex- 
clusively to that part that is 
financed through the federally- 
underwritten mortgage.” 

These fluctuations are not 
due to changes in the basic de- 
mand for new homes, he said. 
They stem from changes in 
the financial attractiveness of 
residential mortgages as op- 
posed to other types of invest- 
ment. 

Conventional 
which 


mortgages, 
are unfettered by in- 
terest rate ceilings, Saulnier 
said, can respond to changes 
in the financial climate and 
thereby continue to attract 
funds. But government-backed 
loans are more restrictive. 

“It is these changing spreads 
between the yield on federally- 
underwritten mortgages and on 
competitive investments that 
explain why funds sometimes 


“rm flow, freely into the federally- 


undérwritten home mortgage 
market and at other times are 
exceedingly hard to come by,” 


| Saulnier said. 


His remedy—removal of the 
interest rate restrictions—is 
strongly disliked by congres- 
sional housing leaders such as 
Representative Albert. Rains 
(Dem.), Alabama, chairman of 


' the house housing subcommit- 


tee. 
Rains has argued that the in- 
terest rate ceilings protect 


home buyers and that rather 
than increase them in periods 
of monetary stringency, the 
government should take meas- 
ures to ease the situation. 

Completely at odds with 
Saulnier’s position, Rains re- 
cently proposed that congress 
vote a billion dollars next year 
for government purchase of 
federally-underwritten mort- 
gages.

The failure of the Geneva conference on 
prevention of surprise attacks makes more 
desirable than ever a supreme effort for some 
agreement at the concurrent conference on 
suspension of nuclear tests. 

In retrospect, it is easy to see that the sur- 
prise attack conference never had a chance. 
The Russians agreed to it only under pres- 
sure. They never treated it as the technical 
conference it was supposed to be—as a pre- 
liminary exploration, like that conducted by 
nuclear scientists in preparation for the pres- 
ent nuclear test talks. They insisted on intro- 
ducing the whole range of political disputes 
between East and West which cannot be 
settled at one blow, especially by a panel of 
experts whose only mandate is to find out 
how—not whether—surprise attacks might be 
guarded against. 

Fortunately the failure of this particular 
conference is not fatal. The Soviets’ refusal 
at this time to accept a farflung apparatus 
of international military inspection does not 
necessarily mean that they contemplate a 
surprise attack. It can mean only that the 
high level of confidence and mutual trust 
required for such inspection has not been 
attained. Khrushchev has often said that two 
men on deciding to be friends do not begin 
by handing each other the keys to their 
houses.

In all frankness it must be admitted that 
if a truly drastic form of international surveil- 
lance of defense installations ever got close 
to reality, stout American voices would be 
raised against it. The West has been in the 
advantageous position, on this issue, of being 
able to advance radical ideas with reasonable 
assurance that the practical application of 
them would never have to be faced. 

It seems to us very important that the con- 
ference on nuclear tests should be rescued 
from a similar fate. Perhaps in the end the 
Soviets will back away in that area, too. But 
until they do the West can only damage its 
case before the world by sponsoring such an 
elaborate, ideally perfect, complicated and 
radical inspection system that it has no 
chance of being accepted. It is better to push 
for a realizable plan of partial control—for 
example, control of only the largest explo- 
sions which can be detected with a minimum 
of apparatus—than to pursue the ideal and 
get nothing at all. 


Secretary Dulles says some progress has 
been made in the test talks and more will 
be possible if the Russians will just come 
closer to the Western position on the control 
apparatus. But do the Russians have to 
make all the concessions? Could not the 
West, without sacrificing security, move ever 
so slightly toward the Russian position? Is 
any successful negotiation possible at all 
unless both sides yield in some degree? 


The same principle applies to the dis- 
appointing NATO comment on Moscow's 
trouble-making in Berlin. Although the NATO 
Council laudably held the door open to nego- 
tiation on the over-all questions of a German 
and a European security settlement, it stood 
pat on the Western proposals already in the 
record. The position would have been 
stronger had the Council indicated some 
willingness to review those proposals and to 
consider others in exchange for comparable 
Soviet concessions, and better yet if it had 
advanced some fresh ideas for a new ap- 
proach to the whole problem. 

The failure of the conference on surprise 
attack can be endured. But the failure of the 
test talks would be a serious blow to world 
morale, and the failure to avert another— 
and perhaps permanent—Berlin crisis would 
be another. The West needs to leave off 
striking postures of moral righteousness, and 
take strong initiatives for peace. 


On-Again at the Barracks 


It looks as if the on-again off-again Jeffer- 
son Barracks housing project may be on 
again, but for the wrong reason. 

Supervisor Matthews and Supervisor-elect 
McNary agree that the Council ought to 
forget about a pending resolution to abandon 
the project. But their concern is not with 
the county’s responsibility to provide clean, 
decent and sanitary housing for the. people 
in the existing county-operated slum. 

They say that the county will have to pro- 
vide acceptable housing at the Barracks only 
because it can’t afford to back out of its 
contracts. 

This may be the only practical formula 
under which Messrs. Matthews and McNary 
can extract themselves from the position into 
which they permitted themselves to be forced 
by the pressures of politics. It would have 
been better had they defended the project 
on its merits, which are overwhelmingly fa- 
vorable. 

Like Walter H. Lerch, the Clayton real 
estate dealer whom Mr. Matthews has nom- 
inated for a place on the County Housing 
Authority, they might have expressed their 
support not only of public housing in general 
but of the J.B. project in particular. Each 
man makes his own record, however. In Mr. 
Lerch’s case he seems to be sufficiently forth- 
right and sympathetic to public housing to 
merit confirmation. 


Faint Heart on Atomic Flight 


The Administration’s decision for a deep 
cutback in funds to develop an atomic plane 
seems clearly in line with a prevailing ten- 
dency to put financial considerations first. 
Much more, however, is involved than money. 
International prestige, which has suffered 
severely by our playing second fiddle to Rus- 
sia in intercontinental ballistic missiles and 
satellites, and to both England and Russia in 
atomic electric power, is concerned. National 
defense is a primary consideration—the Air 
Force believes the atomic plane will be valu- 
able for low-level penetration of enemy ter- 
ritory and for aerial sentry duty armed with 
ballistic missiles. 

Even on the basis of finances alone, it 
would be hard to see how a policy of faint- 
heartedness on atomic flight would be any 
other than false economy. The fruits of an 
expenditure totaling more than $700,000,000, 
to say nothing of 13 years’ work, would be 
indefinitely deferred, and the possibility of 
reaping them fully by coming in first wauld 
very probably be lost. © 

If the project was ever worth pressing to 

suceessiul conclusion, surely it is worth 
while now, when the director of the Joint 
Atomic Energy Commission-Defense Depart- 
ment group says it stands on the threshold 
of success. True, technical doubts are har- 


bored by many top policymakers in both 
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Defense and AEC, but in what major pioneer- 
ing have there not been doubts? There were 
doubts that massive atomic fission could be 
achieved, but it was done. There are doubts 
about controlled thermonuclear fusion, but 
determined men are pursuing it in many 
countries. 

The Joint Senate-House Committee on 
Atomic Energy, which has stood the country 
in such good stead in many matters, is ex- 
pected to do battle for the atomic plane in 
the coming Congress, as it has done in the 
past. We hope that its wiser and more coura- 
geous counsels will prevail. 


Decision on the Third Man 


The Civil Aeronautics Board’s decision that 
the third man in the cockpit of a jet airliner 
need not be pilot-trained should be accepted 
with good grace by both sides to the juris- 
dictional dispute. That it will not be is flatly 
asserted by a spokesman for the Air Lines 
Pilots Association, who says it will have no 
effect on the impending strike against Ameri- 
can Airlines. 

In our opinion the pilots’ union would be 
ill-advised indeed to call out its members in 
the face of the CAB decision. It would only 
impair the rationality of its case and weaken 
its acceptance by the public. Obviously some 
authority must decide between the pilots’ and 
engineers’ unions in their conflicting claims 
for the third seat, and CAB is the designated 
agency to decide the safety aspects of the 
dispute. 

Admittedly there are other aspects to the 
dispute. The pilots who threaten a strike 
against American and the flight engineers 
who are prolonging the damaging strike 
against Eastern Air Lines are arguing, not 
about safety, but about whose union gains 
and whose loses—about who gets laid off and 
who keeps his job—when jet airplanes begin 
reducing the number of both pilots and flight 
engineers needed. 

But this is a dispute which cannot be set- 
tled fairly by strikes in which the traveling 
public is the chief victim. The companies are 
willing to have either an engineer or a pilot 
as third man. Why penalize them and the 
public for a jurisdictional dispute which can 
only be settled fairly by the disputants them- 
selves, or by an umpire? 

The alternatives are arbitration and ap- 
pointment of a national commission of impar- 
tial experts to study the problem and make 
recommendations on the merits. A commis- 
sion could deal with the problem on a broader 
base than the CAB by taking into considera- 
tion the prospective technological unemploy- 
ment of the jet age and recommending 
measures to ameliorate it. That is the funda- 
mental problem, and a show of strike force 
is not likely to solve it. 


Mr. Mikoyan on Tour 

Soviet Deputy Premier Anastas Mikoyan 
has made another anti-American speech, in 
Warsaw. This adds one more reason for in- 
viting Mr. Mikoyan to visit America, as the 
State Department has now done. A depart- 
ment spokesman says the Number Two man 
in Soviet Government may come next month, 
may visit other parts of the nation than 
Washington, and presumably may talk with 
anyone he wishes to see. 

Mr. Mikoyan is unlikely to stop making 
anti-American speeches because of a visit to 
this country. He may not even change his 
mind much about America. But at least he 
should, as an intelligent as well as important 
man, obtain a better understanding of this 
country, its people and its aspirations. The 
“imperialists” of whom he spoke in Warsaw 
will be difficult to find in an American city. 
The “aggression” which he fears may, if he 
seeks it, turn out to be the same kind of 
aggression which Americans also fear. 

In brief, the tourism of Mr. Mikoyan will 
not lead to political conversion. But if it 
leads to an iota of comprehension of Ameri- 
can attitudes, goals and behavior, communi- 
cation between the two great powers of the 
world will be that much easier. Such a visit 
is not to be resisted, and the State Depart- 
ment is wise to encourage it.

Suppose Khrushchev turned 
over his powers to the East 
German government, and we 
find that as our trucks arrive 
at the check points, there is 
waiting for us there, instead 
of a Soviet official, an East 
German official to look at the 
documents and to stamp them 
so that the truck can proceed. 

Just as we cannot say to the 
Russians that they must kcep 
their army in Berlin, so we 
cannot say that we will not al- 
low our papers to be stamped 
by an East German official, if 
he is doing nothing to inter- 
fere with our free access to 
West Berlin. 

Because the Russians have 
the initiative, they can use cat- 
and-mouse tactics at Berlin, 
and, without any overt act of 
violence,-they can confuse and 
weaken the whole position of 
the West. 

The Adenauer-Dulles policy 
is purely defensive, and in a 
diplomatic struggle as in war- 
fare itself, a defensive strategy 
without the prospect of a 
breaktout, is demoralizing. 


Risk of German Clash. 


What is more, the policy of 
standing pat on the German 
question—which is in fact the 
policy of Dr. Adenauer and 
Mr. Dulles—is very dangerous. 

For there is the ever-present 
possibility of disorder and up- 
rising in East Germany, and a 
high probability that the West 
German forces would then be 
sucked in, bringing NATO and 
the Soviet Union to an open 
clash. 

I think it likely that the fear 
of such a crisis in Germany is 
the main, not the only, reason 
why Khrushchev has posed the 
Berlin problem at this time, 
that is to say before all the 
problems of West German re- 
armament have been definitely 
settled.

Cincinnati University has its 
problem, too.

Robertson, the national scor- 
ing champion and a fast-start- 
ing leader in the current point 
derby, poses a formidable task 
for John Benington’s Billikens 
in the 8:30 game at Kiel Audi- 
torium. 

But on the opposite side, 
some 20 pounds heavier and 
three inches taller, will be St. 
Louis’s own star, the 6-foot-8, 
220-pound Bob Ferry, a senior 
who may well be heading for 
his best season. 

Robertson’s scoring. average 
for four games is 41.75. Ferry's 
more modest rate for three 
games is 243. But the foe 
would be the last to under- 
rate the ability of Ferry, who 
scored 23 and 25 points against 
Cincinnati a year ago. 

“Yes, Cincinnati has its prob- 
lem in Ferry,” said Benington. 
*“Maybe Bob isn’t quite as great 
a problem for them as Robert- 
son is for us, because Oscar 
can hurt you in so many dif- 
ferent ways. But Ferry is a 
Cincinnati problem for sure.” 

Injury-Marred Start. 

The story of Ferry at St. 
Louis is that of an extraordi- 
nary high school player who 
continued to hold forth prom- 
ise as a freshman, was almost 
a complete washout as a sopno- 
more, then suddenly found | 
himself about a third of the| 
way through his junior year. 

There were times two sea-| 


fan was: “What's the matter 
with Ferry? When is he going 
to come through?” 

The answer, which many had 
forgotten, stemmed back to a 
succession of early injuries. 

“I worked hard that summer 
before my sophomore season 
and a week before school start-

This cost him two weeks of 
practice.

“We had Jack Mimlitz and at 
the start of the season I didn’t 
expect to be a scorer,” Ferry 
said. “I didn’t take many shots.

Then came the break. St. 
Louis played Bradley, Ferry 
scored 17 points, including a 
free throw that won the game 
after the final gun, and that 
was the lift he needed. 

“TI never had liked to play 
Bradley because when I was a 
freshman, they made me look 
silly in our freshman game,” 
he recounted. “But I really 
got a lot of satisfaction from 
those 17 points, and from then 
on I guess it was a case of 
knowing I was needed.”

The tournament that virtu- 
ally all bowlers will quickly 
agree is the most frustrat- 
ing, the Petersen, will begin 
a six-month

the aged, sec- 
ond-floor 
lanes cussing

Another squad will follow 
them and then another, one 
weekend after another, until 
a total of 10,144 men and 
women will have attempted 
to solve the peculiar condi- 
tions for which the tourna- 
ment is famous. 

Obviously there aren't 
anywhere near that number 
of bowlers qualified to com- 
pete in a scratch tournament 
in which the entry fee is $30, 
so why do they? The answer 
is actually quite simple: It 
is so difficult to score well 
in the Petersen that luck 
plays a major part and any 
tenpinner who has ever shot 
a 600 series figures he might 
get hot enough or lucky 
enough to average 200 for 


eight games in the Petersen 
and thereby earn thousands 
of dollars. 

That's all it takes. Just 
average a little over 200 per 
game and your trip to Chi- 
cago will be more than worth 
while. 

A good bowler, Detroit's 
Bob Crawford, won the top 
prize of $20,000 last year, 
but a woman competing in 
the 165-174 average division 
won $6850.

“YOU'RE JUST NOBODY AT ALL unless you take 
notes,” I heard a young man mutter at a recent auction 
preview. I felt much better after that and went on, taking

Independent Children 


“GROWING UP is a struggte for independence, and 
if you don't let them have the independence the growing 
up is stunted.” 

©o spoke the father of three girls, 12. 5, and 2. He 
said, “The older they get the more independence they 
want, the more they are able to handle, the more grown-up 
they feel, and the harder it is to treat them the way they 
want to be treated.” 


The Mother told how the 12-year-old began 
reaching for her spoon to feed herself when she 
was 10 months old, and “you might say she has 
been reaching for a spoon ever since.” Right now 
she wants to choose her own clothes to wear to 
school; to spend her allowance without account- 
ing for it; to have complete privacy in her own 
room, to the point of insisting that anyone wish- 
ing to come in should knock. She even likes to 
lock her closet door and dresser drawers. The 
Mother said, “You'd think we were always snoop- 
ing around, but we really are not. It is just that 
she feels more independent that way.” 


The 5-year-old has always had to have special care 
because of a physical difficulty. The father says, “We 
are put to it sometimes to let her be as independent as 
she wants to be but we don’t want her to be a spineless 
namby-pamby, and we watch ourselves even if she is 
handicapped.” 
| What a wise way to put it. “She has a right to be 
independent.” It is a child’s right to be independent, to 
do things for himself, to think his own thoughts, to make 
his own decisions, so far as he is able. The thing is not 
Only to fit the independence to the youngster’s ability to 
take M, but to fit it to the independence of others around 
him who likewise have their right to independence. 


Parents of five boys, 5 to 15, in speaking of 
this matter of independence said, “We think 
you've got to balance independence with knowing 
that other people have good ideas too, and that 
lots of times you have to let other people help 


you. You can’t just go barging through life on 
your own.” 


This is a significant point. The 3-year-old, who wants 
to “do it my own self,” has to learn that there are times 
wher she has to take a bit of help in order to be ready 
for something else. The 7-year-old, arguing for his own 
ideas at every turn, has to learn that others have ideas 
that may be very helpful to him in carrying out .his own. 
The 13-year-old, so sure of what she wants for her first 
formal, has to learn that costs must be considered and 
that the grown-up’s knowledge of what is suitable cannot 
be pushed wholly aside.

Advice on How to Spot Gifted Child

ents can spot the gifted child, 
says Dr. Milton M. Klein of 
Long Island University. Klein 
suggested that parents act as 
“talent scouts,’ watching for 
what they considered the “un- 
usual, the different and the 
exceptional in your child's be- 
havior.” 

“And,” he added, “if these 
special abilities are sustained, 
you can call them to the atten- 
tion of the teacher and the 
school for further analyzing.” 

Klein, who did a Ford Foun- 
dation study of 80 high school 
programs for children with 
high 1.Q.s, listed several “gen- 
eral characteristics of bright- 
ness.” 


“The gifted child early 
shows a longer interest span, 
reads more, has a larger vo- 
cabulary and uses it accur- 
ately, is interested in sub- 
jects of a profound nature, 
asking questions about God 
and the heavens, and can see 
— early,” Klein 
sal 


“He will not necessarily be 
physically under-developed or 
undersized, will not shy away 
from sports or group games, 
and will not be a social outcast 
among those of his age group.” 

Klein, a graduate of the City 
College of New York and now 
chairman of he department of 
history at L.1.U., discussed the

bright child in an article in the 
current City College “Alum- 
nus” and in an interview also. 

“Final evaluation of a child's 
brightness should be left to 
the school,” he said. “Proud 
parents may know few other 
children to compare theirs to. 
The school does. 


“If your child is bright you 
are a fortunate parent, but you 


can hardly afford to be a 
smug one. The blunt truth is 
that the schools are filled with 
students of high capacity who 
somehow never fully realize 
their talents. In high schools, 
they may be so un-inspired, so 
un-challenged, so bored they 
fail as many subjects as they 
pass. Teachers know them as 
‘gifted drifters.’”’ 


He said that each year some 
200,000 of above average ca- 
pacity “drift out of the educa- 
tion stream” by not going to 
college; an additional 200,000 
enter college but don’t finish. 

How to help the bright child? 

Klein said that so-called 
honor classes can be just as 
frustrating as regular classes, 
unless the instructor has been 
chosen because of exceptional 
scholarship or superior teach- 
ing skill. 


He advocated early en- 
trance in college or univer- 
sity. There are some schools 

—he named. Chicago, Colum- 
bia and Yale—which will ad- 
mit bright students before 
they complete high school. 
Klein said parents need not 
worry that the teen-ager will 
miss work; some studies in- 
dicate that such students do 
better academically than 
those of their classmates who 
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spend the extra year in high 
school. 


He advised parents to train 
the child, in high school, to the 
skills and patterns of learning 
that college education demands. 


“Introduce him to the li- 
brary, to dictionaries, ency- 
clopedias, magazines to 


the cultural resources of a city 

—its museums, theaters, his- 

torical sights, its newspapers 
. art galleries...” 
“Supervise his study but do 


not dominate it. ... Give him 
every opportunity to read, 
abundantly and _ extensively. 


»., . But above all, allow him 
the freedom to roam in paths 
of his own choosing. 

“Treat him neither as a freak 
nor an adult. Remember that 
no matter how brighf or pre- 
cocious he is, he is first of all 
a child.”

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The New Films 


Adventure, Complete With Monsters 


THE ONLY THING that really sets “THE SEVENTH 
VOYAGE OF SINBAD,” now at the ESQUIRE, apart from 
other technicolor fairy tales is a thing called “dynamation,” 
a technical accomplishment, we are quick to admit. of the 
highest order. 

The only question that presents itself 
is whether it is too much of an accomplish- 
ment. The picture was designed primarily 
for the bubble-gum set, and no one can 
deny that anything which departs from 
the shootings, lynchings and stabbings to 
which they are constantly subjected in 
the shoot-em-ups is a step in the right direction. On the 
other hand, what will be the effect on tiny psyches of a 
monster cyclops with hairy legs, a huge horn in the middle 
of his head, the night-marish face of an ogre, and so big 


that he holds a man in his hand as you would hold a 
cigarette? 


Or a dragon 10 feet high and 30 feet long that belches 
fire, or a giant, two-headed roc approximately the size of 
Kiel Auditorium, not to mention a skeleton which comes 
to life and fights a duel with the hero in a manner which 
sends chills down your spine. 


We've had artifically activated monsters before, i.e., 
King Kong and the white whale, just to name a couple 
that come to mind, but they creaked and jerked and you 
could all but hear the mechanism ticking. While we would 
not go so far as to say that the illusion of life has been 
perfected in this process, it’s far ahead of anything ever 
done before, particularly in the case of the sword-fighting 
skeleton. 


As for the story, it’s typical Arabian Nights adventure 
beautifully wrapped in technicolor, with all the trappings: 
oriental settings, everyone dressed in silks, satins and 
jewels, veiled dancers, slaves sounding huge gongs, sailing 
ships dashed against the rocks, a magic lantern and a little 
toy genie, a villainous magician, and everyone talking in 
stilted dialogue. Kerwin Matthews and Kathryn (Mrs. Bing 
Crosby) Grant are the stars. 


Honest Film of Mexican Life. 

“THE ROOTS,” the current attraction at the APOLLO, 
is by far the most honest movie in town, and in many re- 
spects the best. It’s the kind of movie that Hollywood 
might well study if the movie capitol should ever be struck 
with the idea of finding its way back to 
fundamental values of life and its trans- 
mutation into drama through the medium 
of the motion picture. 

The picture combines four short stories 
to present a powerful, touching and sim- 
ply dramatic picture of life in Mexico. 
It uses no professional actors, no sets, no 
trappings of any kind. Just people. The dialogue is all 
Spanish, but the English subtitles are very effectively 
suited to the action. 

All four stories are basic drama, but perhaps the 


‘most touching is that of the one-eyed boy, a youngster who 


is chased and beaten by other boys because he has but 
one eye, a thing which means bad luck in Mexico. His 
mother. realizing his misery, takes him to a “sorcerer” 
who only robs her of her few pesos. Finally they make 
a pilgrimage to a shrine, the boy and the mother. They 
follow the ritual, pray for three days, make offerings. 
While his mother is praying, the boy watches the fire- 
works in the town. A roman candle hits him, he is blinded 
in the other eye. Sick and discouraged, the youngster 
asks only to be allowed to die. His mother comforts him. 
Their prayers were answered, she tells him. Everyone 
beats a one-eyed boy, but not a blind boy. They feel sorry 
for him. The miracle of the shrine. 


How Lafitte Saved the Union. 

“THE BUCCANEER,” now showing at the ST, LOUIS, 
does to the Battle of New Orleans what DeMille does to 
the Bible. And in technicolor. 

Every schoolboy knows, or should, that Jean Lafitte 
the pirate who reigned off the coast of 
Louisiana, made a deal with Andy Jack- 
son which had a great deal to do with 
the winning of the battle against the 
British, but not every schoolboy knows 
that pirates are as glamorous as Yul 
Brynner, nor that he was in love with 
the daughter of General Claiborne, the 
first governor of Louisiana, nor that Lafitte held Andrew 
Jackson up at the point of a derringer to try to make him 
release his men, nor that—oh well. 

The basic tenet is there—Lafitte did help Jackson at 
the Battle of New Orleans, for which he was pardoned, and 
Hollywood can be pardoned for taking a few liberties with 
history and turning out a good, fast, lively adventure story. 

Yul Brynner, with hair and a mustache, makes a good 
Lafitte, filling the character with the right proportions of 
charm and menace. Inger Stevens is fetching as the gov- 
ernor’s daughter, Claire Bloom is good as the pirate’s 
daughter and Charles Boyer does a splendid job as the 
charming but rascally “General” Dominic You, late of 
Napoleon’s Army. 

The outstanding job in the picture, however, was 
done by Charlton Heston who made an even better Andy 
Jackson than he did a Moses. When and if they do a 
movie on Jackson, Heston is the man. 


Crazy, Mixed-U p Picture. 

NOW WE TAKE up the case of “THE GEISHA BOY” 
in which Jerry Lewis is performing at the FOX. People, 
I have found, are either this way or that about Jerry. I 
have been this way most of the time, more than that, but 
now I find myself both this way AND that. 

The truth is that “The Geisha Boy” 
is a crazy, mixed-up picture which never 
quite makes up its mind whether it’s a 
comedy, a drama or a travelogue. Jerry 
chooses to play it straight when it would 
seem the situation calls for comedy treat- 
ment, and then he chooses to be comic 
at what would seem to be the wrong times. 

He appears in the role of a sad little magician who 
can’t get a booking, and who is making a USO tour strictly 
in order to eat. In Japan he gets emotionally involved with 
a little Japanese boy who, on seeing Jerry and Marie Mc- 
Donald get entangled in a bit of slapstick at the Tokyo 
airport, laughs for the first time since his parents were 
killed. It’s a situation something like Charlie Chaplin 
and the kid, with international overtones, and we'd love 
to tell you all about it, but Christmas is just around the 
corner and—. 

The picture has some moments of good comedy, some 
moments of genuine pathos, but a lot: more moments of 
what might be called just bemusement. But the techni- 
color scenes of life and places in Japan are mighty good.

wouldn't have approved. The 


ghostly sound of her favorite command, “Sshhh!” returned to 
my mind as I sat talking in the Central Public Library. Right 


out loud. 


Behind me, a record player 
was going. Not full blast, but 
loud enough for everyone in 
the room to hear. Tall, gray- 
haired Miss Fannie, who pa- 
trolled the bookstacks of my 
high school library with all 
the steely-eyed solemnity of a 
Grenadier Guard, would have 
considered it heresy indeed. 
The sign on the table said 
“Silence!” and Miss Fannie 
meant it. 


But this is 1958, not 19... 
well, this is 1958. Libraries and 
librarians have changed. I had 
this impressed on me when I 
dropped into the young adult 
room at the downtown Public 
Library to talk it over with 
Mrs. Opal Eagle, the energetic, 
enthusiastic department head. 


Even her desk was unforbid- 
ding. Of light wood and simple 
design, like the rest of the 
furniture, it woult! have fitted 
into a living room as well as a 
library. Around the room were 
comfortable chairs arranged in 
conversational groups, not aus- 
tere rows. The record player 
was on a table in the center, 
and by it was a list of records 
waiting to be played. They 
ranged from Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony to “King Porter 
Stomp.” 


There were other tables, too, 
where the Chess Club and cre- 
ative writing group would soon 
congregate. 


This, too, would be the scene 
of the Young Adult Council 
meeting, where teen - agers 
would hear a speaker or de- 
cide on a party. 

But the heart of the room 
was in reality its perimeter, the 
wall shelves filled with books 
whose bright jackets created a 
kaleidoscopic decor. The con- 
versational chair groups, the 
tables and the chess boards 
were designed as stopping-off 
places en route to the book- 
shelves. A pleasant means to 
an end. 

For after all, 
library's business. 


Mrs. Eagle loves books and 
she loves young peaple. Her 
career right now is to get them 
together. And her theory is 
that if you get them in close 
proximity, the law of intellec- 
tual gravity will take over. 


Experience has proved her 
point. At the first meeting of 
the Young Adult Council, not 
one book was checked out. But 
the other night, she and her 
assistants checked out more 
than 100 to council members.

schools but open to all teen- 
agers, was her first project 
when she became head of the 
newly-established Young Adult 
room four years ago. With a 
rotating membership the coun- 
cil risks extinction as school 
years end and vacations begin, 
but it has remained a healthy, 
growing organization, not miss- 
ing a weekly meeting since its 
founding, one of the few in the 
nation’s libraries to boast a 
continuous record. 

“This is a national pattern,” 
Mrs. Eagle said. “Everywhere, 
libraries are establishing de- 
partments such as this through 
the young adult services divi- 
sion of the Américan Library 
Association. It’s a bridge be- 
tween the children’s depart- 
ment and the adult library, a 
means of keeping the boys and 
girls interested in reading un- 
til they become adults.
